By the early afternoon of last Saturday, April 19th, the 
American National Red Cross had set up a temporary 
Disaster Relief office in the library of the Frederic Township 
Hall and began issuing orders for food and clothing for 
immediate assistance to the families who were victims of the 
tornado which struck Frederic in the early hours of Saturday 
morning. 

!n the first 48 hours over $3000.00 worth of food and 
clothing orders were issued to the Jocal merchants in 
Tredeiic and Grayiing seiected by the victims. Such 
immediate assistance will be continued as long as the need 
exists by the American National Red Cross Disaster Retief. 

The temporary office in the Frederic Township Hall is 
being manned currently by Ms, Noreen Harmer, Secretary to 
the Frederic Township Supervisor. Ms. Harmer will answer 
inquiries and take case histories locally and transmit the 
information to Harrison Goodhue, Chairman of the Crawford 
County Chapter of American Red Cross, who will issue 
orders for needed immediate relief assistance. Mr. Goodhue 
will also answer inquiries and take applications and can be 
reached at 348-9606. : 

Gifts of clothing are being handled and distributed by 
the good ladies of Frederic from the basement of the Frederic 
Township Hall; and gifts of household equipment such as 
cooking utensils, beds, bedding, etc., is being handled and 
distributed at the Frederic Baptist Church, again through the 
generous cooperation of the Frederic qood neighbors.

You 
may be pleased to know that the Red Cross Disaster Relief 
granted to the Frederic Tornado Victims is provided by 
American National Red Cross funds, and all current local 
contributions will be retained in tne Crawford County 
Chapter's Disaster Fund. 

Incidentally local merchants ‘filling the immediate 
assistance orders will please send them to the Crawford 
‘County Chapter, American Red Cross, P.O. Box 649, 
Grayling. and checks in payment will be forwarded promptly 
upon receipt of invoices. 

A personal word, if 1 may. It is a thrilling experience to 
watch Americans behave in crisis. Virtually all of Frederics 
peopie, adult men and women. young people. were helping 
theit stricken neighbors to clean up and straighten out the 
town. had a canteen going in the early hours of 
Saturday morning in the Frederic Sportsmans Club across 
the street from the Township Hall, and 1t was open till tne 
wee hours of Sunday and then again all day Sunday feeding 
all the volunteer workers. By early afternoon Saturday, 
clothing began to arrive from Frederic folks and from 
Grayling. and then from most everywhere. 

People began dropping into the Red Cross Disaster 
station and offering money, a dollar, a widower came from 
Grayling witn two of his ieémage sons with seven dollars, a 
passer through left a check for $20, another young woman 
and her husband on their way home to Livonia in south 
eastern Michigan left a check for $5: a senior citizen of 
Frederic quietly handed in a check for $50: a young woman 
from Grayling brought 2 check late Sunday afternoon from 
her parents in Grayling for S50. When Red Cross says 
Americans are Good Neighbors, they but speak the truth. 
You cannot help but be proud of being an American when you 
see them in action when the chips are down. It is ample 
teward for all the many hours of volunteer service.

Field work will begin April 14 with a preliminary iieid 
investigation of each segment, 

Beginning May 21, dye studies will be conducted to determine 
the time required for the river to How between sampling points 
established on the river The green dye studies will be completed by 
September 1st. Cross-sectional areas and average depths will be 
determined at intervals along the streams during July and August. 

The sampling program wilt begin July 7 and wiii be compleied 
by mid-August. The dates associated with the reach list below 
correspond to the sampling periods. 

July 7-8—AuSabie River: 10 mile reach below Grayling. 

July 9-10-—S. Br. AuSable River: 9 mile reach below 
Roscommon. 

July 21-22. Bad Axe Creek: 10 mile reach below Bad Axe. 

July 14-15—Clam River: 16 mile reacn velow Cadiliac. 

August 4-8—Escanaba River: Mead Corp. Dam to mouth (4 
miles), 

August 13-14—Ogemaw Creek ang W. Br. Rifle River: 10 mile 
reach below West Branch.

A tornado slJashed through Frederic early last 
Saturday morning, April 19th, causing an estimated 
$500,000 in damages, and injuring over a dozen 
residents, none Seriously. 

The twister touched down at 1:55 a.m. just outside 
the southwestern edge of the village and left a path of 
destruction about 100 feet wide and a half-mile Jong. 
First to report any damage was Mrs. Joe Murphy who 
has a home on Batterson Road, and was followed by 
the Phil Dunckieys where extensive damage was 
reported of thair hame and canoe livery. according to 
sheriff’s officers. 

The twister then fit in the village where the top 
portion of Lowell Bindschatel’s carpenter shop was 
taken off, then crossed the railroad tracks and US-27, 
where it picked up an unoccupied mobile home on the 
corner of US-27 and County Road 412 owned by H. M. 
Guedry, and dropped it on the Davis Grocery building, 
demoatishing the structure. The mobile home was to be 
used as a real estate office by Mr. Guedry. 


The roof and two sides of the Al Leng Garage were 
ripped off, and 8 mobile homes and numerous garages 
were destroyed in its path. 

Severai vier homes received broken windows and 
other damage due to flying debris and fal 

Telephone service and power lines were knocked 
out and gas lines were broken as homes were 
dislodged by the storm. It wasn't until late Saturday 
afternoon that services were restored as personnel 
from the three service companies worked through the 
early morning hours and all day Saturday. 

Howard Taylor, Director of Emergency Service 
for Crawford County, along with Sheriff Harold 
Hatfield, and several deputies assisted the Frederic 
Volunteer Fire Department in aiding the victims 
following the disaster. :

Possible Secession of U-P 


An interesting question has 
been formally posed by State 
Senator Robert Davis and State 
Representative Dominic J. Ja- 
cobetti in requesting an opinion 
from the Attorney General's 
office on the legality of a 
possible secession of the Upper 


Peninsula from the 


Michigan, 

in their letter to Mr. Kelley. 
the legislators asked two ques- 
tions: Were there any consti- 
tutional or legal deficiencies in 
the way in which the Upper 
Peninsula became a part of the 
State of Michigan? What are the 
procedural steps by which the 
Upper Peninsula could be es- 
tablished as a separate state? 

“The question of the Upper 
Peninsula is not a new one, but 
the legality of it has never been 
explored,” the Senate Minority 
Leader explained. “The entire 
question of whether or not the 
U.P. was legally included as 
part of this state should be 
determined by the Attorney 
General's vitice svun sy iat we 
know where we stand and can 
proceed with our study." 

The Senate recently voted to 
initiate a study to determine 
what action, if any, should be 
taken and what effétt tnis 
measure would raise. 

In explaining the need for a 
legal opinion, Davis observed, 
“possible discrepancies may 
exist due to the way in which 
the Upper Peninsula was ac- 
quired by the state back in 1837. 
When the boundaries of Michi- 
gan were being drawn up, what 
is now Toledo, Ohio was origin- 


of land and consequently. a. 
congressional compromise and 
the state lines were drawn to 
include the U.P. in exchange for 
the Toledo strip. © 

“New York City and the state 
of Texas have most recently 
conducied siudies of iis type 
and, if this idea proves feasible, 
| hope we are able to look at 
these studies and possibly 
benefit from their findings," 
Davis continued. 

“Wrether or not tne upper 
Peninsula ever becomes a State 
in its own right, this issue will, 
I'm sure, prove to be of interest 
to legal scholars and historians. 
And it might provide some final 
answers for U.P. citizens in- 
terested in this issue. St's not 
unreasonable to suggest such a 
inove considering ihe fact that 
ihe Upper Peninsula is larger in 
area than nine of our existing 
states and its population, ac- 
cording to the 1970 census, is 
equal to that of Alaska.

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Local control of schools 
mostly myth 


It may not come as a surprise to a 
lot of folks, but most people in the 
United States have a very faint picture 
at best about their local school 
boards, and what school boards do to 
earn their keep. 

The National Schoot Boards As- 
sociation recently commissioned a 
nationwide survey by the Gallup 
people on public understanding of 
the school board system. 

The results, recently reported, 
indicate what the poll-takers describe 
as “widespread ignorance and-or 
confusion” about the role of the 
school board. 

They found this lack of knowledge 
“particularly significant when we 
realize that school boards impinge on 


the public in two very important 
areas — their children and their 
taxes.” 


Recs “Spiriled citizens | who have 
not surprised al the sole iadinas: 
Most of them. | imagine. feel that the 
tax-paying citizens haven't really 
understood their school boards right 
along. 

Look at some of these eae oi 
the Gallup Survey. taken 
cember: 

—63 percent of those interviewed 
couid not name anyiiring tie seul 
board had done in the last year. 

—62 percent did not identify their 
school board as being responsible for 
public representation within the 
school system. 

—58 percent said they though 
school boards worked to furth 
special interest groups such as 
leachers. administrators. or other 
pressure groups instead of serving 
the best interests of students during 
disputes. 

—44 percent did not think their 
school boards should have authority 
over the:r schoo! administrations. 

—Only 7 percent of those surveyed 
had attended a schcol board meeting 
in the fast tew years. 

—About half the general public and 
nearly two-out-of-three adults with 
children in public schools rated their 
school boarcs favorably; however. 
about one-in-five did not nave any 
sort of General opinion about their 
school board. 

Dr. Harold Viebb, executive direc- 
tor of the National School Boards 
Association which sponsored the 


survey, found only black clouds in 


the sampling’s results. 

Dr. Webb indicated the lack of 
nublic understanding could mean 
“the entire structure of local, citizen 
cohtrol of public schools is jeopar- 
dized.” 

And maybe it is. 

Personally ! have always 


as one of the most thankless jobs ; any 
ciizen could undertake. In my ex- 
perience, citizens generally pay at- 
tention to their school hoards only 
when they have a gripe—and in most 
cases the poor school board mem- 
bers can't win for losing. 

In many districts, the role of the 
school board is often reduced to that 
of pleading for money, year after 
year. The millage campaign—and the 
bond votes, too—frequently take up 
almost all the time and energy of 
iocai sciiuvi boards. 

When you get right down to it. 
school boards don't have a whale of a 
lot of real control over what goes on 
in local schools. 

First there's the question of state 
standards iocal schools must meet to 
quaiify for aii iat siate money 
coming into the focal school system. 
The same is true of some federal aid, 
tou. Wien oulside aid Cutnes in tne 
front door. local control goes out the 
back door—to one degree or another. 

Then there's the question of deal- 
ing with the various educational 
unions—not only teacher organiza- 
tions. Gut 4156 unIOnsS governing 
maintenance personnel. bus drivers. 
secretaries and office help. cafeteria 
and kitchen help, and even admini- 
strators. Negotiated contracts with 
various groups severely limit the 
discretion of the elected school board 
to deal with many school problems. 

You often fed who's really 
running the scnools—the school 
boards -or the. pst ares “And 
state and federal laws invariably are 
on the side of the unions. 

1d have to agree that “the entire 
structure of local. citizen control of 
pubiic schools is jeopardized’”... but 
net so much from lack of public 
awareness as from the outside struc- 
tures under which ‘ocal school 
boards must operate.

Report Any: 
Changes To 
SS Promptly 


People should ranort promot- 
ly any changes that could affect 
their supplemental security in- 
come payments and should not 
wait to hear from social secur- 
ity, according to Dale M. Averili, 
social security district manager 
in Traverse City. 

The supplemental security 
income program makes monthly 
payments to people with little or 
no income and fimited re- 
Sources who are 65 or over or 
blind or disabled. Eligibility and 
monthly payment amounts can 
be affected by changes in 
income, living arrangements, 
marital status, and other clr- 
cumstances. Forexample, when 
recipients leave their own homes 
to live with friends or relatives, 
payments may be reduced. 

Ths supplemental security 
income program is administered 
by the Social Security Admini- 
stration. Ghanges affecting pay- 
ments under ihis prograin, 
should be reported directly to 
your social security office. 

“To be sure we get the right 
amount of supplemental secur- 
ity income to the right people 
on time," Mr. Averit! said, “the 
Social Security Administration 
periodically contacts people 
getting payments to review their 
eligibility and monthly payment 
amounts,” 

“But we may not be in touch 
wilh) peapis a5 chen as their 
circumstances change,” he said. 
“So they should report changes 
to us promptly.” 

People have 30 days to report 
changes that affect ‘their sup- 
plemental security incorne pay- 
ments. Failure to report changes 
—or delay in taporting—can 
mean a reduction in payments, 

“Peopie can ‘get iniormation 
about reporting changes by 
calling or. writing any socia{ 
Security ottice.” Averill said.
